1. (currently amended) A method for treatment of a diseas fc in a patient wherein there is 
restricted blood flow and a reduction in motor and sensory nerve conduction velocities 
which comprises topically administering to said patient an effective amount of a 
composition comprising in combination : 

a. About 0.5 to 5% by weight of a vasodilator derived from a plant; 

b. About 0.5 to 5% by weight of a stimulator of lymphatic activity derived from a 
plant Echinacea Augustifola : 

c. About 0.5 to 5% by weight of a mobilizer of white blood cell activity derived 
from g plant selected from the flfoup consisting of Lachesis n inta.^CTgalus horridus.1^^

2. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein said vasodilator is selected from the group 
consisting of Arnica Montana, primrose oil, rosemary ginger, Nbmamelis, yohimbe, and 
niacin L-omithate or a mixture thereof.
